Ottawa, May 8.—When the bill 
to amend the export act, . which 
authorizes the government under 
conditions of national peril 


to 
rohibit the export of petroleum 
rom crown lands was taken up 
in the house today, Premier Bor- 
den offeted-an amendment provid- 
fing that the action of the govern- 


ment in this regard must be 
confirmed by parliament.
